TORONTO, April 4.—Employees of 
th Toronto Railway company are be:

tion, which may have to be adjusted 
afresh by June 16, when the year's 
agreement with the company will ex- 
pire, Fifty-five cents an hour !s the 
maximum at present on the Toronto, 
street railway.

A number of amendments to the 
co-operative credits agt under ithe 
guidance of Hon. C. R. Mitchell went 
through committee in short order. 
The only section debated was one 
proposing that the maximum interest 
rate which could be paid by one of 
these societies would Be % 1-2 per 
cent. J. A. McColl, Acadia, thought 
the maximum rate ought not to be 
higher than 7 per cent. He referred 
to the cow bill loans being obtain- 
able at not more than 6 1-2 per,cent. 

Hon Mr, Mitchell explained that the 
governmegt guaranteed loans under 
the cow bill, whereas under the co- 
operative credit plan only an indirect 
guarantee was made The maximum 
in thig bill was on the basis on which 
banks had agreed to loan money to

HEROIC GIRL 
LOSES LIFE IN 
VAIN ATTEMPT 


Two Children Are Victims of a 
Gruesome Tragedy Through 
Winnipeg Fire 


WINNIPEG, Apr!! 4.—Two children 
of (Mra. Clara Cossar, charwoman in 
the employ of the post office, lost 
their lives in a fire which destroyed 
their home, a three-roomed shack, at 
62, Lansdown avenue, about three 
Saturday afternoon. The victims of 
the tragedy were Grace, aged nine 
years, and Lillian, aged two years. 
Ella, aged seven years, alone sur 
vived. Mrs. Cosmr left the children 
about two o'clock to go and perform 
her duties at the post ofMce, and 
shortly after her departure some 
clothes which were drying around the 
f're caught fire. The eldest girl sent 
her sister Ella out for help and then 
attempted to effect the rescue of the 
baby. When the fire chief arrived he 
found the body of Grace in a kneeling 
pos tion fbheside ithe fbed, ‘with ‘her 
arms outstretched toward the body 
of the baby as though in the act of 
attempting to again move the child 
or to protect the infant's body from

Be Militia, Not a Perma- 
nent Force 


OTTAWA,» April 4. — (Canadian 
Press).—A Canadian air force is to be 
formed tmmediately, ana the iper- 
| sonnel ‘will be drawn fram volunteers 
from the ranks of ex-officers and 
airmen of the Royal Air Force resi- 
dent in Canada. These ‘will train at 
centres which ‘will be in operation all 
jthe year round, and officers and air- 
{men enlisted in the force will apend 
@t least one month out of every 
| twemy-foue in fotive training, re- 
celving pay and travelling expenses 
during their active period. 

The force probably will be limited 
in the beginn!ng to about 6,000 incin- 
sive of all ranks, and the training 
, centres will not number more than 
one or two to ‘begin with for the 
whole dominion. It js understood 
,that the government wishes to avoid 
an expensive permanent organ'za- 
tion. The organization of the force 
| will be placed in the hands of Cana~ 
dians who have had experience at 
home and on the war fronts in flying 
and who are interested in bullding up 
a Canadian militia which can be 
readily extended and mobilized in an 
emergency. ‘The age tHmit ie set at 
about thirty for junior officers and 
thirty-eight for senior officers. 

A Ons to Enroll 

Applications for enrolment in the 
new a'r force, giving all particulars 
of former service may be sent at once 
to the secretary of the air buard at 
Ottawa. 

Volunteer provincial executive com. 
mittees of seven, acting without re- 
munerat on, ‘will administer the force 
by provinces, Four members of each 
committee will ®%e nom'nated by the 
officers of the active list jn each prov- 
ince. and three members will be nom- 
inated by the respective HMeutenant- 
governors A erant will be made 
from headquarters to cover the ex- 
penses Of an affice and a secretary. 

The statement points out that the 
force will ‘be a militia, not a per- 
manent (fords Almost ‘the ‘whole 
personnel wll be non-professional;

The Feed Situation. ; 


The meeting held at noon on 
Saturday at the Macdonald under 
the auspices of the board of trade 
to consider the feed situation dis- 
closed a very serious state of af- 
fairs. Had the promise of early 
spring made by the weather man 
about mid-March materialized 
the situation by this time would 
have been approaching normal. 
Unfortunately instead of the mild 
weather continuing, and its mild- 
ness increasing, as there was 
every reason to expect, the weath- 
er that followed leaves conditions 
on this date, April 5th, such that 
the expectation of bare ground 
stands postponed for several weeks 
longer. If the ground were part- 
ly bare of snow cattle could pick 
up enough roughage so that an 
allowance of crushed grain would 
carry them through until green 
grass appeared. Buf with the 
snow still deep over the whole sur- 
face of the country, and largely 
turned into ice by the cold, fol- 
lowing successive thaws, there is 
absolutely nothing for cattle to 
get except what is fed to them, 
and unfortunately many farmers 
are short of feed. There was 
never a shortage of feed in the 
north country before. When 14st. 
fall the farmers of the south need- | 
ed feed the farmers of the north; 
sold freely. Besides large num- 
bers of cattle were shipped or 
driven north to be fed in this 
part of the country. Then came 
the early winter, with periods of 
extreme cold, which caused a larg- 
er feed consumption per head per 
day than usual. Even that would 
not have exhausted the feed sup- 
ply had the snow not remained 
beyond the usual date.

The Session.

If active measures 
were taken ‘to secure these sheaves 
standing in stook and ship them to 
points where feed was needed the 
situation would be measurably re- 
lieved. Under present conditions| 
this grain was worth as much in 
the sheaf as it would be if it were 


threshed- But the difficulty and 
cost of loading on cars was very | 
great. The man who owned the 
stooks had no object in going| 
to the expense of shipping them, 
when they would be worth as 
much in threshed grain if they 
were left alone until spring. The 
man who wanted the feed did not 
know whether he could buy the 


situation. 

Mr. Detlor, of Innisfree, told of 
the action taken by the board of 
trade there. Several fields of 
stooks had been purchased near 
Millet. Teams and men were sent 
from Innisfree to load the sheaves 
on cars. The sheaves were now 
being delivered at the rate of two 
to three cars a day.

The Easter Time. 


The practice of celebrating at 
Easter time is older than the event 
with which it now stands associ- 
ated in the minds of the foremost 
peoples of the world. Long be- 
fore the Christian era the Romans 
and other enlightened nations 
grected the vernal equinox with 
demonstrations of popular glad- 
ness, as marking the commence- 
ment of another year, the end of 
winter and the beginning of 
spring. The Jewish feast of the 
Passover synchronized with the 
equinox, and thus among the 
Hebrews the spring festival 
was also a religious anniversary. 
The death and resurrection of 
Christ occurring at this season 
gave another religious significance 
to the occasion, and identified it 
in the thought of Christian people 
with the cardinal doctrine of their 
faith, 

The Easter time is thus one 
which has‘ appealed, and does still 
appeal, to a remarkably large sec- 
tion of mankind as one due to be 
marked by special observance, 
either of a religious character or 
as signifying the turn of the sea- 
son from the period of inaction to 
that of growth. In the breaking of 
the bonds of winter the Jew may 
see a reminder of the freeing of 
his people from the bondage of 
Egypt. In the return of life to 
the dormant physical world about 
him the Christian finds an em- 
blem and assurance of the resur- 
rection of the dead. And to all the 
occasion stands as marking the 
end of the period of cold, of leaf- 
less tree and whitened fields, 
wherein the human race has lived 
on the fruits of the past summer 
and the coming of the time of 
green landscapes and waving 
crops, of singing birds and bloom- 
ing flowers, of children playing in 
the sun, and all the swarming ac- 
tivities of man and nature in the 
season of out-door life and produc- 
tion. 

Easter time is the time of pro- 
mise, both in a religious and a ma- 
terial sense. To the adberent of 
the older faith it brings the recol- 
lection of the peculiar providence 
which guided the foot-steps of the 
chosen people, and to the Chris- 
tian the renewed hope and symbol 
of a renewal of life. To all it brin 
the promise of another season 
which the material wants of man- 
kind are to be provided for. It 
is the harbinger of spring, and 
‘ushers in’Aagain-the weed time of 
the year. It unlocks again the 
store-house of productive nature 
and bids men and women to sup- 
ply their wants. Without,the sow- 
ing there could be no reaping, and 
if autumn claims credit as the 
season of realization spring claims 
its dues as the time of opportunity: 

Nature does not deal with us on 
the basis of guarantees. It pro- 
mises, provides oppertunities; and 
leaves the rest to man, If he sows 
he will reap. If he chooses to not 
sow he will assuredly suffer. This 
law holds both in the realm of 
morals and in that of material 
things.

At a time when the thoughts of 
mankind are in turmoil, and the!

HOSPITAL BOARD ALARMS 
AND EXCURSIONS, 


Edmonton Hospital board seems to 
have quite abandoned its former re- 
serve and siatéliness of demeanor. 
With a large influx of new members 
this year, a greater diversity of opin- 
jon has been introduced, with the re- 
sult that, so far, the meetings have 
been singularly free from monotony. 


What with heated debates and pro- 
longed sittings, the sessions of the 
board are quite changed from their 


previous routine, Not that jt must be 
thought that the new board ts trying 
to make up In animation what it lacks 
in ability, On the contrary, ita con- 
stitution In a good many respects ap- 
Pears to be excellent, and ‘t is doubt- 


ful if a better one could have been 
secured even on the popular elective 
principle, and the very diversity of 


attitude shown shovld not detract from 
{ts effectiveness. Certainly, some of 
the members have shown that they 
are ready to plough their own furrow, 
and that the idea of easy acquiesence 
In anything suggested is foreign to 
their minds, Thuraday night's meet- 
ing proved extremely interesting. 
There was a big agenda, but owing 
to the debate which occurred, only 
about half had been accomplished, 
when, after midnight, someone moved 
the adjournment of the board. Even 
then Dr. Crang, running true to school 
board form, pronounced his willing- 
ness to go on all night if the other 
members would stay with It. Fortu- 
nately they were not willing, as a 
member suggested that it was Good 
Friday already, and doubtless, having 
{n mind the doubtful results of tack- 
ling Good Friday bung after a poor 
night, they all decided to go home. 
The business of the evening started 
with the new wage schedule for the 
empleyees, brought in by a committee 
of which Dr. Crang was chairman, and 
with it came the first jar, as the 
mayor referred to Dr. Crang as ihe 
“champion high-wage Instigator,” and 
prophesied that he waa trying to put 
the labor party !n eternal disfavor by 
his proposals. However, Dr. Crang 
took !t all in good part and had the 
satisfaction of seeing all the increases 
passed. But it was subsequently evi- 
dent that the doctor was only biding 
hig time, for on towards the close of 
the meeting he moved what he said 
he intended to be a vote of censure 
on the mayor for going to the mun- 
ictpal law committee of the proyincial 
house and asking the committee to let 
the city council appoint the hospital 
board. He contended that the mayor 
had gone back on his own argument. 
The mayor was always wanting every-| 
one to discuss things with him, yet!

{tal beard about it, he (the mayor) 
ad gone down to the house and ask- 
ed for the constitution of the board 
to be changed. Dr, Crang sald that

MAKING THE STREET 
RAILWAY POPULAR, 


During the week the announcement 
was made {n The Bulletin tnat the 
city authorities m.ght consider the 
possibility of reintroducing the 
cent fare on the street railway. It 
seems that the announcement has pro- 
voked a considerable amount of com- 
ment, for the reason that the major- 
ity of people would be 
seo the five cent fare back again. 
There is the greatest dislike to paying 
out the odd cents in the tare or only 
receiving four tickets for a quarter. 
These tickets disappear all too quickty 
and each day the supply wants to be 
renewed. As for any reason why tho 
five cent fare should be reintroduced, 
that comes from Calgary, where the 
five cent tare has been 
spite of hard times, and has proved 
not unremunerative. Here is an il 
lustration how the thing works out, 
takine the average da-ly receipts and 
passengers carried in both cities. In 
Calgary the street railway carries an 
average of 47,032 passengers daily, 
and with a five cent fare the receipts 
amount to $2,268.39, In Edmonton 
the average daily number of passeng- 
ers is 36,088, and with the fares vary- 
ing between six and seven cents the 
total receipts are $2,066. 
it would appear that Edmonton, even 
with its higher fares, is not very much 
the gainer, And it might be certainly 
taken ow an argument that with more 
passengers carried the fares could be 
Calgary, it might be 
added, there are no special workmen's 
but books of 22 tickets are 
sold for one dollar, The sale of these 
books {!s encouraged, ag it helps to 
reduce the work of the motor-con- 
ductor It je being constantly brought 
to the notice of those concerned with 
the management of the Edmonton 
street railway, that the passonger 
traffic ls increasing all the time, proof 
positive that the population of the 
city is also rrowing. If it were pos- 
sible to wet the rolling stock in shape 
and with Supt. Cunningham at the 
power plant doing hig best to furnish 
might it not be possible to 
try out the {dea of mening the street 
railway popular for once.

5So, 
if the clty wants to advertise its at- 
tractions and possibilities it cannot do 
better than start in by using its own 
local press. Evervone may not have 
|considered the fact, but apart from its 
jaccredited circulation, the local press 
has a range that !y world-wide, and 
espec'ally among the very classes of 
| English-speaking people that the city 
|wishes to attract. People from the 
four corners of the earth are gather- 
ed in Edmonton. They become inter- 
ested in local affairs, and as one of 
the best and easiest means of com- 
municating this interest to their 
fr'enda they buy the local paper, ana 
‘send it to them. Thus tho iocal paper 
passeg from hand to hand all over the 
world. A man seeking for business 
openings is more likely to take note 
of what Edmonton has to offer if 
reading about it in a paper sent him 
by a friend, or reading a paper sent 
to another friend, than if it was in a 
paper he had to purchase. These are 
little features the city officials might 
note when it is desired to advertise 
the city.
